Two other men gave him the. Idea— 


Jnd he mangled it. It first came from 
William J. Gaynor. the 
Democratic

onel Roosevelt read a speech deliv- 
ered by Mayor Gaynor, talked it over 
with Gaynor, mulled It over In his 
mind, and then called in Governor 
Hiram Johnson of California to help 
mix. By that time he had so twisted 
the Gaynor idea that the author 
cackled helplessly when he read the 
Roosevelt speech. In its "first, form 
it met with the approval of a sturdy 
conservative. Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, and an equally sturdy pro- 
gressive.

Augustus 


Gardner of the same state. 
In Us 


second form it won the admiring at- 
tention of Eugene V. Debs, three 
times candidate for president on the 
Socialist ticket. In the Appeal to 
Reason, Mr. Debs called attention to 
the fact: 


"That the recall" had long been 'ad- 


vocated by the Socialists, and If Col- 
onel Roosevelt were successful, It will 
enable them to get the McNamara 
brothers out of prison." 


Some time ago Mayor Gaynor, who 


is a very excellent lawyer, addressed 
a gathering of attorneys at Xew Ro- 
chelle. near New York,. In the speech 
he opposed the recall of judges, for 
(We obvious reason that a weak judge 
would listen to popular clamo'r rather 
than to the voice of justice In ren- 
dering his decisions. 
But he called 


attention to the fafct that the consti- 
tution of the United States, and of 
every state in the Union, provided a 
practicable form of recalling unjust 
decisions. This Is by means of con- 
stitutional amendment. The makers 
of 
the 
federal 
constitution—which 


has been taken as a model by the 
makers 
of 
state 
constitutions- 


threshed the matter out thoroughly. 
They held that the recurrence" of a 
wrong done by a prejudiced or cor- 
rupt court could only be prevented by 
a safeguard added to the constitution. 


Colonel Roosevelt caught the glim- 


mering of an idea—but he caught it 
wrong. He talked it over with Mayor 
Gaynor, and that gentleman labored 
diligently to inform him. In writing 
the 
first 
draft of 
his Columbus 


speech, he did not veer from the 
track. He spoke out strongly for the 
recall of judges—passing over 
the 


reasons urged against it by the great 
Democrat who had furnished him his 
Idea—but he held to the Gaynor con- 
tention that a judicial wrong could be 
corrected 
by constitutional amend- 


ment. This first draft was passed 
upon favorably by Senator Lodge and 
Representative 
Gardner. 
Without 


committing themselves to the recall 
of judges, they saw nothing to' object 
to in urging the people to make more 
frequent use of the weapon of consti- 
tutional amendment. 


Then Governor Hiram Johnson of 


California—at the moment presumed 
to be a sincere supporter of LaFol- 
letto of Wisconsin, *r.d with his head 
filled with the recall of judges and 
the other radical legislation recently 
enacted by the general assembly of 
the state—talked with him. Johnson 
saw a way by which the vote of the 
Socialists and other antagonists to 
established peace might be won. He 
suggested to Colonel Roosevelt that 
the advocacy of recall of judicial de- 
cisions by direct vote of the" people 
might direct attention away from the 
third -term peril and the candidate'* 
proven 
Insincerity— admittedly the 


weak points In his propaganda—and 
the suggestion was adopted. 


There you hare the story of the 


Roosevelt campaign for the recall of 
decisions. It is a perversion of a 
sane Democrat's speech, endorsed by 
the man Debs, whose Appeal to Rea- 
son not long ago carried an editorial 
which was a not too thinly veiled 
invitation to murder certain gr^at 
capitalists who were at the time held 
to be the "persecutors" of the dyna- 
miting McXamaras.
